Advice  la  very  plenum].  It^ls  often  given 
tor  the  asking,  and  often  given  without  asking. 
Sometimes  it  Is  wory>  nothing  and  sometimes 
worse  than  nothing.  Often  it  is  given  when  it 
Is  hot  needed  or  appreciated.  I  remember  an 
old  darkey  Who  used  to  sit  pn  the  croesfence  be¬ 
tween  my  father's  farm  and  his  and  tell  my 
father  how  to  make  corn.  I  also  remember  that 
he  always  hsd  to  buy  corn  every  year  and  my 
father  never  failed  to  have  corn  to  sell  him.  But 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  I  am  a  stockholder  in  tha 
•ubject  of  this  article  I  venture  to  ask  a  few 
questions  and  give  a  few  conclusions  for  con¬ 
sideration. 

In  order  to  be  a  doing  people  we  must  be  an 
Interested  people,  In  order  to  be  an  Interested 
people  we  must  be  a  knowing  people.  There  ar* 
many  ways  to  acquire  knowledge  but  as  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record  is  the  .official  publication  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptists,  I  regard  It  ay  one  of  the  beut 
agencies  for  the  distribution  of  information  and 
the  acquiring  of  Inspiration  that  we  have  to- 
day.  At  present  It  means  mucp  to  some;  A 
others  it  means  little;  to  other^  it  means  noth¬ 
ing.  The  press  was  very  much  used  and  de¬ 
pended  upon  In  going  over  the  top  in  our  75 
million  campaign.  It  Is  very  much  needed  In 
our  "Keeping  fit"  in  the  5  year  program  as  laid 
out  in  the  campaign. 

We  are-enjoined  not  to  he  slothful  in  business- 
I  am  sure  that  the  ones  who  have  been  running 
our  denominational  papers  realise  there  Is  a 
business  side  to  U-  There  are  good  better  and 
best  methods  of  doing  the  Lord's  business  as  well 
as  any  other  business.  We  fall,  or  do  not  have 
the  greatest  success  often,  because  we  try  to  do 
the  right  thing  In  the  wrong  w^y.  There  never 
was  a  time  when  organisation  and  cooperation 
were  emphasized  and  needed  more  than  no*. 
It  is  seen  on  every  hand. 

Would  It  pay  to  have  a  business  manager 
whose  duty  is  would  be  to  look  after  the  circu¬ 
lation  of  the  Baptist  Record,  and  the  stimulation 
of  interest  In  the  reading  of  It?  Would  M  pay 
to  have  a  state,  county  and  chnrch  organization 
to  emphasize  the  reading  of  the  Baptist  Re¬ 
cord.  tracts,  and  other  good  literature? 

Would  it  pay  any  church  from  a  financial  and 
religious  standpoint  to  have  the  Baptist  Record 
put  In  the  church  budget,  one  for  each  family? 
Would  It  not  be  of  great  assiatance  to  any  poo¬ 
ler  to  have  every  member  a  reader  of  the  Baptlet 
Record?

Sunday  School  teacher,  before  you  can  teach 
your  lesson,  you  must  study  It.  Hoeta  of  teachers 
are  trying  to  learn  bow  to  teach,  without  having 
first  learned  how  to  study. 

Hare  we  are  touching  up  tho  colossal  need  la 
our  Sunday  School*  today.  The  average  Sunday 
School  teacher  la  breaking  down  at  the  point 
of  Bible  study,  that  is,  of  the:  weekly  digging 
into  the  lesson  text  vglth  pi* Wax  and  spade.  He 
1*  falling  to  build  on  the  broad  foundation  which 
our  8unday  School  Board  has  laid  for  him 
through  its  printed  literature.  Institutes,  lec¬ 
tures,  etc.  Little  Johnnie,  In  explaining  to  bis 
mother  why  be  had  not  studied  hi*  geography 
lesson,  aald  that  hla  pa  had  aaid  that  the  map 
of  the  world  was  changing  every  day.  and  so 
he  was  waiting  till  things  got  settled;  and 
verily,  many  teachers  seem  to  be  postponing 
their  earnest  Bible  study  until  tome  fairer  day 
In  the  uncertain  future. 

One  trouble  la  that  so  many  teachers  think 
they  must  discuss  certain  truth*,  or  topics  found 
In  the  lesson,  rather  than  the  act  da  I  Bible  text 
of  the  lesson.  They  forget  that  If  they  will  un¬ 
fold  to  the  class  the  Bible  verse  and  will  dis¬ 
cuss  the  Bible  passage  as  a  whole,  they  will  not 
need  to  spend  much  time  pointing  to  the  truths 
of  the  lesson.  These  truths  will  apeak  for  them¬ 
selves. 

We  recently  dropped  Into  a  Sunday  school 
class  whose  teacher  was  singularly  bright  and 
Intelligent.  The  lesson  was  one  of  the  thrilling 
Incidents  in  Acta.  It  was  a  crowded  drama  with 
the  Apostle  Peter  holding  the  center  of  the 
stage,  and  it  was  vitally  linked  with  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  beginnings  of  Christianity.  What  an 
opportunity  It  was  for  that  teacher  to  have 
pulled  open  the  doors  and  led  those  men  through 
those  remarkable  scenes  of  the  lesson.  In  which 
angels  and  Apostles  and  laymen  and  maidens 
were  playiag  their  part,  and  with  God  Interpos¬ 
ing  In  every  act  and  with  the  side  doors  of  the 
Incident  opening  into  many  parts  of  the  Old 
sad  New  Testaments. 

And  yet.  with  that  alluring  ocean  of  Bible 
lor*  throbbing  under  the  surface  of  that  lesson, 
that  teacher,  and  we  speak  In  no  unkind  sense, 
whatever,  that  teacher  went  tipping  along  from 
verse  to  verse,  using  each  verse  as  a  little  text 
for  a  two  minute  sermon,  and  his  remarks  were 
not  even  about  the  verse — then  It  would  not 
hove  been  so  bad — but  his  remarks  were  about 
some  topic,  or  truth  suggested  by  the  verse,  and 
he  went  ahead  moralising  on  that  topic.  And 
nil  the  time  my  soul  was  crying  out,  "Oh,  why 
are  you  not  using  every  second  of  these  priceless 
momenta  la  exploring  that  Bible  incident.  Those 
verses  are  not  a  procession  of  loose  bricks  for 
you  to  stand  upon  for  delivering  your  own  opin¬ 
ions,  but  thosq  verses  are  component  parts  of 
a  wonderful  structure.  They  are  blood  rotation* 
of  each  other,  knit  together  like  the  eye  apd 
hand  In  a  living  organism." 

A  few  Sundays  theerafter  we  attended  one  of 
the  Urge  men’s  classes  of  the  sUte  and  the 
teacher,  a  graceful  and  effective  speaker,  spent 
his  time  talking  about  certain  truths  which  he 
picked  np  from  the  surface  of  the  lesson,  and 
giving  his  opinion  about  thU  and  that  duty  in 
Christian  living,  and  I  could  net  help  saying  to  , 
myfeelf,  "Teacher  you  talk  wall  about  these 
matters  and  it  would  be  alright  If  you  ware  not 
eeppoeed  to  be  unfolding  to  these  men  a  oertaln 
portion  of  God's  wondrous  word.  You  have 
scarcely  mentioned  that  Bible  text  of  the  lee- 
s°d,  those  verse*  which  are  glowing  with  heaven¬ 
ly  light  and  which  represent  God  at  work  In 
.marvelous  fashion.  Why  do  yon  not  hold  them 
up  so  that  your  scholars  may  look  upon  them.

Somehow  we  be¬ 
lieve  the  Lord  himse  f  doesn't  undertahe  to  run 
the  world  without  those  “four  living  creatures" 
and  those  "twenty-four  elders."  and  certainly 
,  preachers  ran  multiply  himself  with  a  few-  living 
creatures  and  a  few  elders  pound  him.  Let's 
give  these  capable  people  some  share  and  some 
responsibility  in  the  teaching;  and  It  it  takes 
special  days  to  do  it.  then  let's  have  the  special 
days.  Teach,  Teach.  Teach  the  people.  Thej 
don't  know  half  as  much  as  they  ought  to;  and 
many  of  them  don't  know  as  much  as  you  think 
they  do.  / 1 

But  wont  we  get  our  75  Million  program 
"balled  up"?  Some  people  are  mightily  afraid 
ot  getting  their  system  and  their  finance  balled 
up.  There  la  very  little  danger  of  clogging  the 
financial  channel,  except  with  drift  wood.  The 
greatest  need  Is  to  keep  things  moving.  To  be 
sure  there  may  be  some  people  or  even  some 
churches  when  a  special  offering  would  be  im¬ 
practicable  or  undeelreable.  Then  let  it  aiome/ 
but  don't  fall  to  ose  the  special  day  to  enlighten- 
the  people. 

It  may  be  on  the  other  hand  that  some 
churches  are  afraid  of  enlightening  the  people 
for  tear  a  collection  might  break  out.  It  Is  al¬ 
ways  wrong  to  lock  the  door  against  the  pos¬ 
sibility  ot  a  collection.  Let  It  come  if  It  has 
to.  There  are  In  many  churches  some  people 
who  have  not  given  enough,  and  In  some 
i  churches  those  who  have  not  given  anything.  It 
would  be  wrong  to  these  people  If  an  opportunity 
were  not  given  to  make  good.  Teaching  and 
preaching  ought  always  to  result  in  doing. 
There  would  be  no  use  for  them  If  they  did  not. 
We  have  had  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  abbre¬ 
viating  or  mutilating  the  commission  by  leav¬ 
ing  out  the  "teaching "  part  of  it.  But  these 
same  people  who  proteat  the  multllation  have 
sometimes  been  guilty  of  what  they  condemn, 
for  the  commislon  does  not  stop  with  the  com¬ 
mand  to  teach  but  says:  “Teaching  them  TO 
DO."  There  Is  no  room  in  the  commission  pro¬ 
gram  for  merely  filling  peoples  heads  with  the 
lumber  of  knowledge.  It  Is  knowledge  with  the 
purpose  ot  putting  the  commands  of  the  Lord 
into  practice.  The  75  million  program  does  not 
measure  the  ability  of  our  Baptist  people.  Far 
from  it.  Neither- does  it  measure  the  need  of 
the  world  for  our  ministry.  If  any  man  said 
that  if  we  would  promise  something  oa  the  7|5 
million  campaign  we  wonld  thereby  absolve  onr- 
selvee  from  any  further  obligation  to  n  loet  and 
needy  world,  he  spoke  without  authority  from 
the  Book.  Nobody  is  going  to  be  forced  to 
give.  That  Is  not  the  Lord's  way  of  working. 
But  nobody  Is  going  to  be  stopped  from  giving 
for  that  would  do  violence  to  the  whole  plan  of 
Gods  work.

HOW  TO  BEHAVE  AWAY  FROM  HOME. 

•  The  test  of  character  is  how  one  behaves 
when  all  outward  restraints  are  removed  and 
what  Is  In  a  man  has  a  first  class  opportunity 
to  express  Itself.  Some  have  said  that  whis¬ 
key  does  not  make  a  fool  of  a  man,  It  Just  lets 
the  fool  that  Is  in  him  come  out  or  come  to  the 
surface.  Alcohol  Is  n  poison  which  makes  a 
man  blind  or  dead  more  or  less  completely  to 
the  things  and  facts  around  him;  and  so  the  re¬ 
straint  which  they  exercise  on  a  normal  man  Is 
removed. 

But  there  are  other  ways  of  removing  the 
restraints.  A  familiar  one  Is  getting  away  from 
home  and  the  people  who  know  one  and  or¬ 
dinarily  influence  him.  Then  a  man  Is  liabls 
to  act  naturally^  that  Is  In  accordance  with  his 
real  nature.  This  Is  s  test  under  which  many 
people  prove  |betr  sinful  desire  or  low  character. 
How  many  people  do  things  away  from  home, 
away  from  people  who  know  them,  that  the? 
dare  aot  do  la  the  environment  of  home  life. 

It  dtda'i  make  them  bad;  It  lust  gave  the  had 
an  opportunity  to  come  out. 

Dean  the  Bible  have  anything  to  any  abouq 
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this  Hatter?  Let  us  read  2  Corinthians  5-9. 
“Wherefore  also  we  make  it  our  aim  whether 
at  home  or  abaeut  to  be  well  pleasing  unto  him." 
It  didn't  make  any  difference  with  Paul  whether 
he  was  at  home  or  away  from  home  so  far  as 
his  conduct  was  concerned.  His  aim  was  to  live 
so  as  to  please  the  Lord.  The  Lord  was  very 
real  to  him.  the'  pole  of  his  life  and  love  and 
labor.  That  which  determined  everything  for 
him  was  whether  It  met  with  the  approval  of 
hi*  Lord.  And  he  knew  that  if  be  was  not 
visible  now,  if  he  did  aot  Intervene  in  each  act 
of  ours  Immediately  upon  Its  .performance,  to 
show  bis  approval  or  disapproval.  It  would  be 
only  a  question  of  time  when  he  wonld.  for  the 
next  verse  says,  “For  we  must  all  be  made  mani¬ 
fest  before  the  Judgement  seat  of  Christ,  that 
each  may  receive  the  things  done  in  the  body, 
according  to  what  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be 
good  or  bad.”  There  is  no  more  chance  of  getting 
away  from  it.  or  getting  by  with  it,  than  there 
Is  in  getting  away  (fora  ourselves,  for  It  becomes 
ourselves,  is  registered  indelibly  in  us. 

But  getting  back  to  the  question  of  being 
away  from  home.  Paul  speaks  of  our  present 
position  as  being  away  from  home.  He  regards 
our  present  condition  as  that  ot  being  out  on  a 
camping  trip.  It  Is  a  temporary  experience.  We 
.  are  away  from  home,  living  in  a  tent.  He  says. 
"For  we  know  that  If  the  earthly  house  of  our 
tent  be  pulled  down,  we  have  a  building  from 
God.  a  house  not  made  with  hands  eternal  la 
the  heavens.  We  are  willing  to  be  absent 
from  the  body  and  to  be  at  home  with  the  Lord.” 
Then  follows  the  avowed  purpose  that  even 
though  away  from  our  home  with  the  Lord,  he 
will  not 'do  anything  that  would  discredit  him. 
but  he  will  be  well  pleasing  to  him.  We  are 
being  tested  iu  our  conduct  and  character  today. 
Would  you  be  willing  to  do  anything  here  that 
you  would  be  ashamed  to  do  in  heaven?  ■  Are 
you  wll’lng  to  come  short  of  the  standard  of 
conduct  which  you  know  would  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  heaven?  Does  some  one  aay  this 
Is  putting  the  aim  too  high  and  exalting  the 
standard  to  an  impossible  requirement?  But 
were  we  not  taught  to  pray  "thy  will  be  done 
in  earth  as  It  is  In  heaven"?  Does  this  mean 
that  we  wish  t£  done  that  way  in  other  people 
but  we  draw  the  line  at  ourselves?

CHRISTIAN  MULTIPLICATION  TABLE. 

Perhaps  In  every  epistle  of  his  Paul  prays 
for  or  pronounces  grace  upon  those  to  whom  he 
is  writing,  and  that  at  the  opening  ot  the  letter 
Peter  In  his  two  ep  1st  lee  titters  the  prayer 
"grace  be  multiplied.''  Paul  also  once  uses  the 
same  expression  in  2  Cor.  4:15  where  he  says. 
“For  all  things  are  for  your  sake*  that  the  grace 
being  multiplied  through  the  many  "  .  There  is 
always  the  danger,  and  the  habit  too  frequent, 
of  passing  over  a  familiar  expression  ot  this 
kind  as  common  place  and  attaching  no  special 
meaning  to  tt.  Why  not  stop  and  ask:  How 
can  grace  be  multiplied? 

This  An  be  answered  from  the  scriptures  tn 
three  Ways.  First  ns  to  Its  source,  i^cond  as 
to  Its  avenues.  Third  ns  to  its  expression. 
Peter  Indicates  the  source  of  It  when  he  says: 
Grace  to  you  and  peace  be  multiplied  In  the 
knowledge  of  God  and  of  Jesus  our  Lord." 
Some  one  says,  “Of  course  grape  comes  from 
God."  But  that  Ik  only  part  of  the  truth. 
Grace  does  not  come  from  God  upon  all  alike. 
His  grace  ts  toward  all  and  upon  all,  bnt  ex¬ 
perience.  observation  and  the  Bible  all  tench 
ns  that  It  U  not  squally  upon  all.  This  passage  . 
In  Second  Peter  tells  us  that  It  Is  multiplied 
"through  tfe  knowledge  of  God  end  of  Jesus 
our  Lord."  h  Is  dependent  upon  and  propor¬ 
tioned  to  oar  knowing  God  ns  he  is  revealed  to 
u*  In  Jeeun  Christ.  The  saving  grace  of  God 
comes  in  no  other  way.  "Some  have  not  the 
knowledge  of  God"  and  grace  an  we  commonly 
understand  It  comes  not  to  them.  Ood  must  he 
made  known  to  men  by  being  revealed  In  Christ, 
and  Christ  must  be  declared  to  them  hr -being  « 
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preached,  and  he  mu.t  be  made  known  to  them 
hy  revelation  of  the  Holy  Spirit.

This  thought  I  believe  U  worthy  of 
emphasis  throughout  the  coming  year,  that  tboae 
plans  which  have  been  tested,  shall  not  be  dis¬ 
carded  until  better  plans  shall  hare  been  de¬ 
vised.  It  is  an  obvious  truth  that  the  value  of  any 
program  is  in  practicability  to  standardise  plans 
and  purposes,  getting  all  the  people  to  work  for 
the  same  thing  and  bringing  the  best  methods 
Into  every  phase  of  kingdom  work.  Throughout 
the  campaign  we  stressed  the  value  of  prepara¬ 
tion.  Information,  intercession,  enlistment  and 
stewardship.  These  are  fundamental  principles 
in  t^e  ethics  of  Christianity  and  I  know  no  better 
way  to  meet  the  responsibilities  and  opportunities 
that  the  campaign  aftermath  brings  than  to  give 
thoughtful,  patient,  sympathetic  and  continued 
consideration  to  these  principles.  That  "we  be 
We  have  ac-  *hod  wlth  the  Preparation  of  the  Gospel  of  Peace 
that  we  continue  to  seek  Information  concerning 
kingdom  problems  by  'adding  to  our  faith  courage, 
to  courage  knowledge'  and  as  'knowledge  is  the 
door-keeper  at  the  temple  of  spirituality,  do  not 
cease  to  pray  and  make  request  that  ye  may  be 
filled  with  the  knowledge  of  his  will  la, all  spiritual 
wisdom  and  understanding.'  ”  ' 

Intercession  has  truly  been  the  foundation  stone 
of  the  campaign  structure  and  here  a  wide  door 
opens  to  us.  “Lord  teach  us  to  pray  not  for  one 
month  alone  but  that  a  campaign  of  Intercession 
may  continue  throughout  the  year  that  these  shall 
be  a  perpetual  yearlng,  an  unfailing  cry  In  our 
hearts  and  on  our  lips  that  up  to  the  full  meas¬ 
ure  of  our  capacity,  we  shall  pray  unceasingly" 
for  so  the  whole  round  earth  la  every  way  bound 
by  chains  or  goM  about  the  feet  of  God."  Have 
you  wanted  to  be  a  part  of  some  special  work  and 
could  not  because  of  limited  means,  has  some  wo¬ 
man  heard  the  call  to  be  a  missionary  In  our  statfc, 
our  country,  or  to  the  uttermost  parts  and  waa  hin¬ 
dered,  why  not  be  an  Intercessory  missionary? 
Why  not  go  Into  all  the  world  through  prayer?  The 
great  call  ef  this  hour  Is  for  prayer,  Intercessory 
prayer.  ^Once  God  hath  spoken,  twice  have  I 
heard  this,  that  power  belongeth  to  God."  Christ 
clearly  teaches  that  there  is  a  law  in  the  prayer 
life  that  reaches  a  certain  point  that  releases  the 
power  of  the  spirit  of  God  to  overcome  all  diffi¬ 
culties. 


of  the  world,  but  our  daughters  are  asking  for 
more  efficient  preparation  to  reader  more  effectual 
service  in  the  Master's  Vineyard. 

This  body  can  do  no  better  thing  than  to  de¬ 
vise  some  plan  whareby  our  young  women  who 
have  a  definite  call  for  missionary  service,  and 
who  are  not  able  to  maintain  themselves,  shall 
receive  assistance  rrom  our  boards  for  the  best 
educational  equipment.  To  this  end  I  suggest  that 
a  request  shall  go  from  this  body  to  our  State 
Convention  asking  that  our  Ministerial  Board  be 
authorised  to  so  plan  their  program  of  work  as 
to  comprehend  our  worthy  young  women.  To  meet 
this  exigencies  of  an  Immediate  need  I  further 
suggest  that  our  State  Personal  Service  be  con¬ 
tinued  at  the  same  amount,  15*0  to  be  used  as 
scholarships  on  our  two  fsmsle  colleges  for  st  least 
one  year. 

One  of  the  moat  significant  revelation?  of  the 
76  Million  Campaign  has  been  s  new  standard  of 
Christian  Stewardship.  The  moral  problems,  says 
Dr.  Francis  Peabody,  which  the  uses  of  money 
Involve,  present  the  severest  test  now  ottered  to 
the  Christian  life.  We  know  that  the  social  teach¬ 
ings  of  Jesus  lays  special  emphasis  on  the  law  of 
service  that  this  test  may  be  directly  applied  to  the 
general  conditions  of  business  life.  When,  however, 
one  turns  to  the  Immediate  problems  of  his  own 
property  holding,  he  Is  met  by  another  word  ft  the 
Gospei  which  strikes  s  more  personal  note.  It  Is 
the  word  Stewardship.  “Give  an  account  of  thy 
stewardship.”  "Who  then.  Is  that  faithful  and  wise 
steward  *  *  *  *  of  a  truth  his  Lord  will  make 
him  ruler  over  all  that  he  hath.”  When  we  realise 
that  our  fidelity  Is  that  of  a  steward  of  the  mys¬ 
teries  of  God  in  all  the  relations  of  life  lnt  >  whfch 
we  enter,  there  will  be  larger  and  better  giving 
and  the  flnancal  problems  of  the  kingdom,  which 
are  now  so  perplexing,  will  be  settled.  If  there 
is  In  our  hearts  a  proper  conception  of  the  truth, 
"Saved  to  serve,”  If  we  are  realty  const 'air.  eo  by 
the  ftve  of  Christ,  and  a  hungering  compassion 
for  those  fpr  whom  he  gave  himself,  Mississippi 
Baptist  women  will  not  be  content  with  anything 
less  in  this  campaign  program  than  a  full  sur¬ 
render  of  their  own  lives  and  a  million  lollura  In 
gifts.  These  fundamentals  suffice  to  show  (he 
great  need  of  continued  cooperation,  of  holding 
fast  to  every  new  discovery  that  makes  for  right¬ 
eousness  and  attaches  a  new  significance  to  the 
command,  "Lift  up  your  eyes,”  If  there  was 
ever  a  time  since  these  words  were  spoked  by 
Christ,  when  they  challenge  our  faith  and  loyalty, 
that  time  Is  now.  In  a  preeminent  sense  this  is  a 
strategic  hour  In  these  fateful  days  of  world  hap¬ 
penings.  It  was  amid  a  world  of  unrest  that 
Christ  first  commanded  his  disciples  “Lift  up  your 
eyes.”  •  Chrtsttsnlty  speaks  to  a  restless,  unsstts- 
fled,  war-wesry  world  today,  but  Christianity  mes¬ 
sage  Is  as  fresh  as  when  first  leaped  from  the 
skies,  trailing  out  clouds  of  glory  to  redeem  the 
world.”  Jesus  still  has  the  dew  of  his  youth  from 
the  womb  of  the  morning.  And  the  greatest  of 
all  victories  will  be  to  have  a  part  In  giving  to 
this  chaotic,  storm-tossed  world.  Christ’s  gospel 
of  love,  “The  power  of  salvation  to  everyone  that 
believetb.”  Has. there  ever  been  a  time  when  the 
need  of  the  gospel  was  more  than  now?  Truly 
there  la  a  crack  in  every  temple  wall  of  the  en 
tire  heathen  world.  Their  once  sacred  gods  have 
no  abiding  answer  to  the  Inquiring  people.  Eng¬ 
land  seems  almost  swept  from  her  moorings.  Many 
of  her  leading  teachers,  philosophers  and  states¬ 
men  have  become  positively  antagonistic  to  Chris¬ 
tianity,  declaring  that  “Spiritualism  Is  not  only  a 
new  religion  but  the  coming  religion  to  save  the 
world,"  while  continental  Europe,  war  torn  and 
revolutionary,  would  repudiate  the  efficiency  to 
Christ's  gospel  to  redeem  humanity.  Even  la  our 
land  there  are  race  problems,  the  demands  of  la¬ 
bor,  the  obligations  of  capital,  ths  peace  problem, 
the  Interchnrch  movement.  Sabbath  desecration, 
our  prayerless  lives  and  powerless  organisations 
and  all  these  and  many  more  must  be  adjusted.
